Mother, Daughter, 
16, Found Dead 


Father is Rescued by 
Son this Morning; 
In Critical Condition 


Mrs Emmie Embrey, 57, 
and her daughter, Saliy, 16, 
were found dead shortly after 8 
a.m. today in their trailer home’ 
at 200 McCambridge avenue, 
apparently the victims of gas 
leaking from a faulty heater. 

A third victim, Frank Em- 
brey, 61, Mrs, Embrey’s hus- 
band and father of Sally, was 
carried unconscious from the 
gas-filled trailer by his son, 
Francis, who discovered the 
tragedy upon his return home 
from work. 

The elder Mr. Embrey was 
taken to St. Elizabeth Hospital 
where he was reported in 
critical condi- 
tion early this 
afternoon. 

Mrs, Em- 
brey and her 
daughter were 
p r onounced 
dead at 8:30 
a.m, by Dep)” 
uty Cornoer f 
Edward Wer. Bess 
ner, who said Miss Embrey 
both deaths apparently were 
due to asphyxiation, Sheriff's 
deputies who were called to the 
scene reported the heater ap- 
peared to be in a state of dis 
repair. The heater was supplied 
by bottled gas. 

Unable To Arouse Anyone 

Francis Embrey said he was 
unable to arouse anyone when 
he returned home from work 
at Reilly Tar & Ghemical 
Corp. where he is employed on 
the night shift. 

“My Dad usually is up when 
I get home,"’ Embrey said. ‘I 
knew something had to be 
wrong. 1 broke out a window 
in the back of the trailer and 
could smell gas. When I 
climbed in, I could see my sis- 
ter and my mother were dead, 
but dad was still alive. My 
first thought was to get him 
outside.” 

Embrey said he carried his 
father outside the trailer and 
placed him on a couch near the 
trailer, He opened the windows 
and then called authorities. 

Two small dogs were in the 
trailer. One—five months old— 
was dead. The other, which is 
two years old, was unconscious, 
It was being cared for by 
neighbors. 

Embrey said he was certain 
that gas leaking from the heat- 
er was responsible for the 
deaths of his mother and sis- 
ter, 

He said he believed the pilot 
light must have gone out and 
the gas continued flowing. 

Converted from Oil 

“T felt the heater and it was 
cold," he said. 

Embrey said the heater 
originally was an ojl burner, 
but that his father converted it 
to gas about a year ago. 

The trailer is located in an 
area at the foot of the McCam- 
bridge avenue viaduct and east 
of McCambridge avenue, just 
outside the “Madison City 
limit 

The family had lived in the 
triler about eight years, mov- 
ing there from a farm they had 
occupied about four years pre- 
viously east of Granite City. 
Prior to that they lived in East 
St. Louis. 

Mrs. Embrey, and her hus- 
band, moved to East St. Louis 
from Meridian, Miss. where 
they both were born, about 30 
yeurs ago, according to their 
son. 

Father on Sick Leave 

The elder Embrey has been 
on sick leave from the Alton 
& Southern Railroad where he 
has been employed for the past 
26 years, Francis said. 

Sally Embrey was born in

The freeze resulted in sus- 
pension of $4 millions in high- 
way work in the bi-county area 
from July 1968 through last 
year, and with this year's new 
Illinois highway — construction 
schedule now totals an esti- 
mated $100 millions. 

The federal freeze presently 
involves several major Quad- 
City area highway projects 
which are included on the 1970 
construction schedule of the 
Illinois Highway Department, 
but are contingent upon alloca- 
tions of federal monies. 

These include improvement 
of Illinois Route 203 from Pon 
toon road to Interstate 270 at 
Mitchell into a four-lane high- 
way at an estimated cost of 
$1,385,000; reconstruction of the 
intersection of Route 111 and 
State Aid Route 35 at a cost of 
$400,000 (including _right-of- 
way); construction of a grade 
separation at Chicago avenue 
and the Army Depot railroad 
tracks for FA Route 151 at a 
cost of $980,000, a purchase of 
right-of-way for future FA 151 
construction from Niedringhaus 
avenue to Venice at a cost of 
$350,000. 

Sternberg revealed that he

interest. It is conceivable that 
further experience may demon- 
strate the need for additional 
revision 
Objectivity Aspect 

“Mr, Speaker, there are two 
distinct theories on financial 
disclosure. One is that the pub- 
lic has a right to know every 
trivial detail of the fiscal affairs 
of persons in public office. The 
other holds that only those per- 
sonal financial involvements of 
a public official that might ap- 
pear to make his judgments less 
than objective are proper sub. 
jects for disclosure. 

‘Our committee is firmly 
committed to this second con- 
cept and has framed its entire 
approach to its task on this 
principle. The resolution | offer 
likewise conforms to this view." 

In issuing its guidelines for 
the conduct of business with the 
Execvtive Branch, the commit- 
tee referred to the first article 
in the Bill of Rights which pro- 
vides that “Congress shall make 
no law abridging the 
right of the people to pe- 
tition the government for a re. 
dress of grievances” and noted 
that, for a variety of reasons, 
constituents have turned more 
and more to their representa- 
tives in Congress for pursuit of 
matters involving executive de 
partments and agencies.

Under the heading of ‘Prin- 
ciples to Be Observed,” the 
committee said: 

“The overall public inerest, 
naturally, is primary to any in- 
dividual matter _and should be 
so considered. There are also 
other self-evident standards of 
official conduct which members 
should uphold with regard to 
these communications. The 
committee believes the follow- 
ing to be basic: 

Responsibility to All 

“1. A member's responsibility 
in this area is to all his con- 
stituents equally and should be 
pursued with diligence irrespec- 
tive of political or other con- 
siderations. 

“2. Direct or implied sugges- 
tion of either favoritism or re- 
prisal in advance of, or subse- 
quent to. action taken by the 
agency contacted is unwar- 
ranted abuse of the representa- 
tive role. 

A member Should make 

effort to assure that rep- 
resentations made in his name 
by any staff employee conform 
to his instruction.” 

Interest in Law Firm 

Further, the committee noted, 
an existing statute (U.S. Code, 
Title 18, Sec. 203a) provides 
“clear limitations” against re- 
ceiving or seeking, directly or 
indirectly, any compensation 
for such services by himself or 
another and subjects violators 
to fines of not more than $10,- 
000 or imprisonment for not 
more than two years, or both. 

The committee suggested that 
this statutory provision creates 
a “need for caution to prevent 
the accrual to a member of any 
compensation for any such 
services which may be per-

Leslie Prehn, 
Former Finance 
Chairman, Dies 


Leslie E. Prehn, 74, of Be- 
thalto, a member of the Madi- 
son County Board of Supervis- 
ors for almost 40 years and 
president of the Bethalto 
tional Bank, died Thursday at 
Alton Memorial Hospital of an 
apparent heart attack. He had 
entered the hospital Jan. 17. 

A resident of Bethalto since 
1915, Mr. Prehn operated a 
real estate business from 1954 
with his brother, Francis 
Prehn, who died last year. Pre- 
viously, he was in partnership 
with other family members in 
two retail businesses, a paint 
and hardware store and a lum- 
ber company. 

He entered county politics in 
the late 1920s for “one term” 
on the county supervisory board 
and was continuously re-elect- 
ed, remaining on the board for 
the next 40 years. 

In an upset election last year, 
Mr. Prehn was defeated by 
Bert Griffin. As a member of 
the county board, he served as 
chairman’ of the finance com- 
mitte for 28 years. 

Active in numerous civic and 
ervice organizations, Mr. Prehn 
was a director and past presi- 
dent of the Madison County 
Historical Societl, a member 
of the Bethalto Chamber of 
Commerce board and a mem- 
ber of the administrative board 
of the Bethalto United Meth- 
odist Church. 

He also was a past district 
governor of Rotary District 646, 
a former commander of the 
Madison County American Le- 
gion, a member of the 
Hills Veterans of Foreign Wars 
Post, past secretary of Ma 
sonic Lodge 406, past patron of 
the Order of tern Star and 
a charter member of the Be- 
thalto Rotary club. 

Last Monday evening, al 
though unable to attend, Mr. 
Prehn was named the Outstand- 
ing Citizen of the Year by Be- 
thalto Jaycees. He had been ac- 
tive for many years with the 
Boy Scout organization and was 
serving as a scout counselor at 
the time of death. 

He was born in Bunker Hill. 
He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Eva Elliott Prehn; a son, 
Leslie E. Prehn of Bethalto; a 
brother, Orville of Wood River; 
and two grandchildren. 

Funeral services were held 
at 2:30 p.m. today at the Be- 
thalto United Methodist Church.

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Highway Fund Resumption Agreement Merits 
Ratification, With Lost Finances Restored 


Accord on the general terms of an agree- 
ment to end the Madison-St. Clair counties fed- 
eral highway fund “‘freeze’’ is pleasant news for 
residents of the affected area and everyone who 
drives through it. 

Slight modifications in the pact may yet 
be made by labor unions, contractors, minority 
groups, the state and the U. S. Transportation 
and Justice Departments, but there is every 
hope that no serious obstacle will be encount- 
ered in the ratification process.

Ethics Code, Separation of Proposals, 
Hearing Plan Expedite ‘Con Con’ Tasks 


Adoption of a code of ethics by Illinois 
Constitutional Convention delegates sets a good 
pattern for the future. If it prompts them to 
adopt effective constitutional restrictions on 
conflicts of interest involving public officials and 
judges, their handiwork will have a better 
chance of public approval. 

The code for delegates requires written 
disclosure of possible economic and other in- 
terest conflicts. The discussion has taken up a 
considerable amount of time, but it was worth 
it 

Another favorable development is the de- 
cision by Convention President Samuel Witwer 
to urge submission of various phases of the new 
constitution by sections. A certain number of 
voters will oppose each proposal, and such op- 
position should not be made cumulative by 
lumping together all of the changes into a sin- 
gle ballot question. 
combine all negative votes would doom 
for public approval. Separate action on 
each section does create the hazard of a mis- 
shapen document being created through ap- 
proval of some portions and rejection of others. 
But the risk: must be taken, lest there be no 
modernization of the century-old basic frame- 
work of our state laws. 

A third point worthy of comment at this 
stage is the decision to limit, to a degree, the 
number of public hearings scheduled this winter 
and spring. 

Even though it is important that citizens 
feel they have a voice in the wording of the new 
constitution, the limitation is proper because of 
the time element. If every committee tried to 
conduct a hearing in every area of Illinois, the 
convention would be left with inadequate time 
to develop a consensus on various points and 
hammer out specific wording. 

Fortunately, the Urban Area Commission 
and a number of other groups have held numer- 
ous hearings and have made many in-depth 
studies of constitutional issues. All such re- 
ports are in the hands of the delegates, who will 
find ample guidance from limited hearings, the 
voluminous reports on their desks and their 
own knowledge of Illinois governmental needs.

The power of the Illinois leg- 
islature to arrange local af- 
fairs is absolute, except as the 
Constitution decrees otherwise. 

The present Illinois Constitu- 
tion contains several provisions 
which limit that power in spe- 
cific circumstances. 

Article IV, Section 20, forbids 
the state to lend money or ex- 
tend credit to any public corpo- 
ration or to assume its debts or 
liabilities. 

Article IV, Section 23, forbids 
the legislature to release or re- 
duce any debt or liability owed 
to a municipal corporation. 

Article IX, Section 6, prohib- 
its the release or reduction of 
taxes owed to the state by a 
county, city, township, town or 
district. 

Article IX, Section 10, forbids 
the legislature to tax a muni- 
cipal corporation, its inhabit- 
ants or their property for loc: 
corporate purposes, but re- 
quires that local property be 
taxed for the payment of local 
debts. 

Under Article [X, Section 14, 
the legislature cannot authori: 
construction of a “street r 
road” in any city, town or in- 
corporated village’ without con- 
sent of local authorities. 

This section and the fol- 
lowing one read like a mar- 
ket basket of complaints by 
local government and the 
legislature against each 
other. 

The 19th century was not 
a happy period of state-lo- 
cal relationships. 

The people rebelled 
against the legislature’s 
feudal control of local af- 
fairs. 

The legislature deeply re- 
sented the undisciplined ac- 


tivities of local officials 
which bankrupted = munici- 
palities and sent local cred- 
itors scurrying after the 
legislature for payment of 
money due. 

The conflicts resulted in this 
series of constitutional _state- 
ments which at once allocate 
specific responsibilities and re- 
veal the most serious public 
irritations of that period. 

These provisions now have 
little impact upon government, 
either state or local, and the 
Constitution would not suffer 
by their future omission. 

Article 1V, Section 22, states 
23 separate’ subjects on which 
the legislature is forbidden to 
act by local or special law (i.¢., 
laws of individual effect). 

Ten of them relate directly 
to local governments. Accord- 
ing to these restrictions, the 
legislature cannot individually: 

1. Change the name of any 
place. 

2. Lay out, open, alter or 
work a road or highway. 

3. Vacate a’ road, town plat, 
street, alley, or public ground. 

4, Locate or change a county 
seat. 

5. Regulate the affairs of a 
county or township. 

6. Incorporate a city, town or 

jage or change or amend the 
charter of a city, town or vil- 
lage. 

7, Regulate the election of su- 
pervisors in a township, incor- 
porated town or city. 

8. Regulate the management 
of a public school. 

9. Open or conduct an elec- 
tion or designate a polling 
place. 

10. Establish, increase or de- 
crease the compensation of a 
public officer during his term 
of office,

After three hours of wasteful 
wrangling, Delegate Friedrich 
moved to prohibit any delegate 
on salary from any municipal 
corporation from receiving sal- 
ary as a delegate. 

Suddenly, the Cook county 
delegates agreed to re-refer the 
entire disclosure matter to the 
rules committee, which on Jan. 
20 was to recommend yet a dif- 
ferent rule. 

On Jan. 14, we heard ad- 
dresses by Michael Howlett, 

ate auditor, who urged com- 
bining the function of the audi- 
tor and state treasurer in a 
comptroller general, to have 
more complete control over 
state funds, 

Lieutenant Governor Simon 
afso spoke, urging a flexible 
constitution that could grow to 
accommodate an expanding fu- 
ture for Illinois. 

Revenue committee meetings 
were held Jan. 13, 14 and 15, 
with witnesses including Uni- 
versity of Illinois law professor 
J. Nelson Young: and three 
members of the Illinois De- 
partment of Revenue. 

There is widespread senti- 
ment in the committee for 
abolishing personal and real 
property taxes on individual, 
non - income - producing assets 
(home, furnishings, auto, etc.). 

Main problem, obviously, is 
how to replace the thus-lost 
revenues which mainly fi- 
nance local government, cities, 
schools, ete. — without making 
those governments even more 
under the control: of Spring- 
field. 

All committees are working 
hard and, except for. the silly 
waste of time over the disclo- 
sure rule, progress is good, but 
for the too scanty and too 
spotty schedule for public hear- 
ings away from Springfield,

AN ORDINANCE PROVIDING 
FOR THE REGULATION AND 
OPERATION OF SEMI-ACTU 
ATED TRAFFIC CONTROL 
SIGNALS AND PEDESTRIAN
